(1) A double 1.6 to 2-meter high wire fence runs along 
the border with openinrs only at official chockpoints 
for border traffic.

{2) In the space between the two fonces are mines and 
signal rockets at about 1C-meter intervals. .ines are 
more dense in border sectors which are likely to bs 
chosen by illegal border crossers. The sines and sirnal 
rockets are attached to trip wires, two of which are 
usually strdvhed between the fences. Jetonation of the 
mines and discharge of the signal rockets are caused by 
jerking, the trip wires.
